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Machine teaching a danger 


An American educational researcher told the first session of the McGill Conference 
on Teaching Affairs last night that the dangers inherent: in programmed instruction can be 
compared to the dangers of the nuclear bomb. 


Dr. Israel Goldiamond of the 
Institute for Behavioral Research 
in Silver Spring; Md., said that 
it is possible to teach anything 
with proper programming. For 
this reason, the methods of pro- 
grammed instruction can be used 
either for great good or for great 
evil, like nuclear power. 


He compared our current 
mastery of programmed instruc- 
tion to that of “an infant playing 
with a revolver’. 


If a student is not learning, it 
is the fault of the teacher rather 
than of the student, Dr. 
Goldiamond said. He noted that 
if a pigeon didn't learn, there 
was no tendency to call the 
pigeon stupid. 


“Give a child at least the same 
consideration you give a pigeon,” 
he said. 

Dr. Goldiamond cited several 
examples of how programmed 
instruction had been used. He 
mentioned a number of cuses in 
which retarded children had been 
taught to lead useful lives 
through programming.

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A question of ethics 


Last week's Students’ Council meeting 
has left the campus up in the air. 

When Council voted to abolish fee re- 
quirements for fraternities in the Annual, 
it granted de facto recognition to a group 
of off-campus societies whose constitutions 
are secret and not on file with the Students’ 


Council. Such a decision implies that any © 


student group can band together, form a 
fraternity and gobble up pages in the An- 
nual. When Graduate representative Peter 
Smith moved that fraternities be required 
to file their constitutions with the Students’ 
Society, like any other campus organization, 
he was put down. The motions to put, and 
the voting itself, were all carried out with 
relative haste. The refusal of the chairman 
to recognize last year’s tacit agreement, 
which allowed for further debate as long 
as people wanted to speak, is a grave viol- 
ation of the spirit of democracy which last 
year's Council had been trying to set up 
in the face of what it felt was an unrespon- 
sive and irresponsible executive. 

Then, CUS. Mr. Aberman’s Report has 
not helped to clear up the mystery surround- 
ones: ee rene 
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ing McGill's position at the Congress. Copies 
of the resolutions passed at the CUS Con- 
gress were not distributed to Council mem- 
bers before the meeting and hence they 
were required to discuss issues about which 
they had no knowledge. When asked how 
McGill voted on certain issues, such as the 
motion to apply for Associate Membership 
in the International Union of Students, Mr. 
McCoubrey answered that he didn't know, 
and Mr. Aberman added that he too was 
not there. Further probing led to the discov- 
ery that McGill did vote for the establish- 
ment of bilateral programs with the All- 
China Students Federation. At the same 
time Mr. McCoubrey and Mr. Aberman deni- 
ed their right to speak for McGill students 
on international affairs. | 


There is much confusion about McGill's = 


position and the early closing of debate 
by the President has done little to clear it up. 


The delegation, did, however, claim 
that they could vote for participation in 
programs on human rights and free edu- 
cation. One immediately wonders about
